NEWSPAPER LAW, 

The following is a resume of the lawa in 
force regarding the receiving of newspapers: 

1 Subscribers who do not give express 
orders to the contrary ure considered as 
wishing to continue their subscriptions. 

2 If subscribers order a discontinuance of 
their periodicals, the publishers may con- 
tinue to send them until arrearages are paid. 
_ 3 If publishers neglect to take their pe- 
riodiculs from the otfice to which they are 
directed, they are responsible till they have 
settled up their bills and ordered them dis- 
continued, 

4 1f publishers move to other places with- 
out informing the publisher, and the papers 
are sent to their former direction they are 
held responsible, 

5 The courts have decided that refusing to 
take Periodicals from the office, or remov- 
ing and leaving them uncalled for is “prima 
facie,” evidence of intentioral fraud. 

6 If subseribors pay in advance, they are 
bound to give notice at the end of their 
time if they do not wish to continue tak- 
ing it, otherwise the publisher is obliged to 
send it and the subscriber will be resvon- 
sible until an express notice with payment 
of all arrearages, is sent to the publisher. 

The latest postal laws are such that news- 
paper publishers can arrest anyone for fraud 
Who takes a paper and refuses to pay for it. 
Under this law the man who allows his 
subscriptions to run along for some time 
unpaid and then orders it discontinued or 
orders the postmater to mark it ‘‘Refused” 
and have a postal card sent notifying the 
publisher, leaves himself liable to arrest 
and fine, the same as for theft.

OBITUARY. 


On Tuesday morning, Feb, 28th, Mr. 
Edward Gracey, a well known citizen of 
Deseronto, breathed his last, aged 65 years. 
Deveased had been sutfering for a long time 
from a@ cancer in the stomach, which ulti- 
mately caused his death, Mr. Gracey was 
born in Banbridge, County Down, Ireland, 
and when three years of age came to this 
country with his parents who settled in 
Rawdon, Co. Montcalm, Quebec, He after- 
wards moved to Iroquois and thence in 1858 
to the gravel road, Tyendinaga, where he 
curried on business. In 1861 he removed to 
Deseronto and had made his home here ever 
since. For some time he conducted a hotel 
but subsequently went into the grocery busi- 
ness on St. George street and did uw large 
and profitable business. A few years ago 
he sold his property on St. George street and 
had since done business on a Jess scale in the 
shop adjoining his residence on Mill street. 
The deceased gentleman was an honoured 
and respected member of the Loyal Orange 
Associetion and always consistently and zeal- 
ously maintained the principles of the Order 
in which he, at different times, held nearly 
all the various offices. In politics he was « 
staunch Conservative and rendered valuable 
services in the interests of his party. In 
religion he was a member oi the Church of 
England in which he had been brought up 
from iufancy. He was married twice and 
had six children all by his first wife, Of 
these two sons and a daughter are left to 
mourn hisloss. During the past five or six 
months he had been contined to the honse 
by the disease, suffering but little pain, but 
gradually growing weaker, calmly awaiting 
his BEPIORGLH end. lor a few days, how- 
ever, before his death he suffered intense 
pain, but retained his mental faculties until 
the last, The funeral took place 
yesterday and was very numerously attend 
ed, being under the direction of the Orange 
Order, members of all the district lodges be- 
ing in attendance, Reliyions services wore 
ucted by Rev. G. A, Anderson, M. A., 
Christ Church, and Rural Dean Stauton, 
the sermon was preached from Hebrews, 4th 
chap. 9th verse a text selected by the deceas- 
ed, Atthe cemetery the burial services of the 
Orange ritual was read by Bro, RK, M. Jack, 
District Master, who had been personally 
requested by the deceased to perforin 
this duty and to whom ho had given minute 
directions concerning all the details as 
to the manner of the funeral services. 
The remains were conveyed to Huffman's 
cemetery and placed in the vault to be aub 
sequently interred in the cemetery of Christ 
Church, Tyendinaga.

THE SWE OF THE COLD 
WAVE. 
yvations Concernin

As in tho caso of the tornado, the direct 
origin of the cold wave is shrouded in mys: 
tery. Itis known that o majority of cold 
waves make their appearance in the North- 
weat cast of the Rocky Mountains ; and it 
is also protty well established that they are 
due to an inrush of cold air from the regions 
of perpetual snow and ico at the north, 
But why that ReEior should be any more 
hospitable to cold air from the north pole 
than other sections, where cold waves form 
less frequently or not at all, is ao important 
problem that has never beon solved. Tho-

Liout, Thomas M. Woodruff, the officer 


in charge of the indications office in St. 


Paul, made something of n study of cold 
waves which connected with the chief 


weather cflice in Washington, and the re- 


wults of this atady are given fn a pamphlet 


in the ‘ Signal Service notes” series, pub- 

lished in 1885, ‘The pamphlet vontains the 

substance of all that is known with refer- 
ence to this subject, Lieut. W ‘oodruff made 
his studies from the tri-daily weather charts 
of the years 1881 to 1884 inclusive. After 
stating ina general way that o fall of tem- 

rature succeeds or fotlows an area of low 

Farometer that a rise precedes such an 

area, and that with respect to an area of 

high barometer the rise and fall ot tempera- 
ture usually occurin reverse order, he says : 

Areas of high and low berometer move 
almost invariably across the United States 
from west to east, Most areas of low baro- 
meter are formed in the region east of the 
Rocky Mountains ; and as these low areas 
move easterly, the high moves in and we 
have a cold.wave of more or less intensity as 
the result. 

Then it is shown that in the four years 
under consideration, 114 of the cold waves 
observed originated east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, or came down the east side of these 
mountains from the British Northwest Ter- 
ritory, while 34 other cold waves observed 
came from the Pacific coast. With but few 
exceptions, all the cold waves in the North- 
west appeared first at Helena, Mont., and 
these few exceptional ones were felo first at 
Bismarck, Dak. ‘* We must conclude,” 
adds Lieut, Woodroff, ‘*that these waves 
have their origin in the vast regions of ice 
and snow near the arotio’ circle, far to the 
north of our stations. 

With respect to their progressive motive, 
cold waves are divided into three classes : 

First—Those that move dir: ctly across the 
country from west to east, and which follow 
an almost invariable path along the chain of 

eat lakes and across New England. 

hese do not extend to the States south of 
the Ohio. 

Second—Those which move in a south- 
easterly direction and cover the entire coun- 
ite their progress. 

hird—Thost which move southerly from 
Montana and Dakota to Texas, thence 
through the Gult States, and then northeast- 
erly over the Atlantic coast States. It 
sometimes ocours with this class that {the 
cold wave is firat felt in St. Louis and 
Shreveport before being felt at St. Paul and 
Chicago, and that then the cold wave takes 
Generel moyement eastward of the second 
class. , 

The second class was the most numerous 
iu the four yearsobserved, The rate ot pro- 
gress was very variable, Considering Helena 
as the first point of observation, there were 
six cases in which the cold wave was: felt 
simultaneously at St. Paul and Helena; 19 
in which it reached St. Paul 8 hours after 
its appearance at Helena, 19 in 16 hours, 11 

in 24 hours, 12 in 32 hours, 3 in 4) hours, 2 
in 48 hours, and lin 72 hours, From this 
it will be seen that of all the cold waves 
that reach St, Paul from Helena, 73 per 
cent, errive within twenty-four hours. As 
4 rule, it is found that the maximum effect 
of a cold wave occurs at each station in a 
very short time after its occurrence in the 
Northweet, generally within twenty-four 
hours, and often at the northern and west- 
ern atations at once. r 

There are many other curious facts con- 
nected with the progress of cold waves, 
Many instances oc nr, says Lieut. Woodruff, 
where the temperature at a given station, 
at the time of the appearance of the cold 
wave in the northwest, is lower than the 
minimum afterward produced by the cold 
wave. It often happens that a cold wave 
sets in from the extreme Northwest, and 
upon reaching the Mississippi Valley divides 
& part going northeasterly to the lower lake 
region and the other part southward 
eirmod States. e ener case the 
intensity appears to be greatly dimin- 
ished. This action Manegcatcally to 
be due to the sudden development of 
& storm somewhere in the southern part 
of the Missouri valley. Sometimes a storm 
of slight energy remains in Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and the Indian Territory, and has the 
effect of retarding, or even totally destroy- 
ing a cold wave. Again, when a cold wave 
is retarded in this way it seems often to 

father force and intensity, and rush rapidly 

orward and spread over the entire country. 

Another frequent feature is that after a 
cold wave commences the temperature con- 
tinues to fall in the North-west, and an- 
other wave is formed entirely distinct from 
the first, from which it becomes separated 
by a warm wave, The warm wave is oily 
& narrow belt, but the cold waves are per- 
feotly distinct, 

The tables prepared by Lieut. Woodruff 
show that cold waves are most numerous 
and most severe in the months of January, 
February, and March, although some very 
severe ones do make their appearance im 
other months of the year, Also it appears 
that the most decided changes of tempera- 
ture appear upon the 3 P, M. charts of the 
Signai Service, and that the most decided 
and most severe cold waves follow severe 
storms. ‘The prediction of the progress of a 
cold wave is attended with tA, deal of 
difficulty, largely on account of the fact that 
there is no way of determining which of the

The King of the Slayers. 

When Tippu Tib, tho great slave and 
ivory trader of coptral Atricn, returned to 
Stanloy Falls last spring he was not wolcom- 
ed by the other Arab and balf-caste tradora. 
Somo of them are almost as powerful as him 
self, and though they had for years acknow- 
lodged his leadership, they now combined 
to oppose, and evon to fight him, The 
reason was that Tippu Tib had turned his 
back upon his old business and his former 
friends and had engaged in tho servico of 
the Congo State, to suppress the slave trade 
at Stanley Falls, It was hoped that with 
the large force of mon in his seyrice he would 
be able to cope successfully with the slave 
merchants if they undertook to carry on 
their murderous raids in spite of his inter- 
diction. Tippu Tib believed himself that 
ho needed no assistancein the work of assert- 
ing his completo authority over the Stanley 
Falls district,

the traders combined against him and 
bluntly gave him to understand that if he 
had sold himself to the enemies of the 
“trade” he kad better take himsolf off, for 
the merchants intended to do as they pleas- 
ed. This was a groat dieappointment to 
the old leader of the slave stealers, for he 
had expected to convince the most powerful 
among thom that their greatest profit in the 
future was in the ditectton of the legitimate 
ivory trade by way of the Congo River. 

The next boat down the river carried a 

report from Tippu Tib to King Leopold, in 
which he said that before attempting to co- 
erce the slayers into submission he would 
await tho arrival of ammunition, of a small 
force of soldiers, and of two or three white 
officers whose counsel he desired. He had 
in his camp a considerable force of his own 
men, and he wished to have them reinforced 
by only a small body of trained soldiers 
from the lower river. 
Capt. Van de Velde, one of tho oldest and 
best known agents of the Congo State, was 
accordingly sent from Belgium to the Congo. 
He organized at Poma his party of less than 
200 Houssa soldiers from the Soudan, and 
accompanied by three white officers he 
started up the river, His expedition, it is 
supposed, will reach Stanley Falls this week. 
This is the first attempt of the whites in the 
Congo valley to stay the progress of the 
slave traders with military toroe, 

It is very likely that there will be stir- 
ring times at Stanley Falls as soon as an ac- 
tive effort is made to subject the traders to 
the authority of the Congo State ; and it is 
certain that a harder fight than Gordon's 
against the Soudanese slavers will be re- 
quired to stop the traffic of the Zanzibar 
mstabania in the upper part of the Congo 

asin.

The Governor-Generalship. 

The report that was current in the cable 
dispatches some time ago that Lord Lans- 
downe, now Governor-(ieneral of Cauada, 
was to succeed Lord Dufferin as viceroy of 
India, and that Lord Stanley, of Preston, 
brother of, and heir presumptive to, the 
Earl of Derby, was to reign at Ottawa, has 
been confirmed, These changes, we pre- 
sume, are supposed to be based on a system 
of promotion, but they remind us most fore- 
ibly of Mr, James Anthony Froude’s remark 
in his latest book, ‘*The English in the 
West Indies,” that the Home policy, in ef- 
fect, has come to be a matter of rotation in 
colonial office, No matter how efficient or 
inefficient a Governor of any province or 
colony may have proved himself, when iv 
becomes advisable to remove him elsewhere ; 
the pieces are merely moved on the checker- 
board. In this instance the changes have 

een made necessary by the resignation of 
Lord Dafferin, Which some ‘people affect to 
regard as a surprise, whereas the trath is 
that he proposed to take this step two 
or three -years ago, when Lord Salisbury 
first took office, but was persuaded to re- 
main at Calcutta owing to the then 
critical state of things on the Afghan bound- 
ary andin Burmah, Now the situation at 
both extremes has greatly improved and 
Lord Dufferin doubtless feels at liberty to 
carry his original purpose into execution. 
But what is his lordship going to do. ‘; He is 
peverlouly not a rich man and for many 
years has fed on governorships and viceroy- 
alties until the salaries attached must have 
become to him more or less of an object. 
That a man so diplomatic in debate and so 
astute in policy will be allowed to seek se- 
clusion is out of the question. How, then, 
will he be employed? The beranzeet feature 
as regards answering that is that nobody 
appears to know how Lord Dufferin stands 
relative to Home Rule. Some say 
that he his well affected towards it; others 
that he is coming to England to denounce 
Mr. Balfour and to take a prominent part 
in attacking that gentleman's course in 
Ireland ; others again that he is going to 
support Lord Londonderry at Dublin Castle, 
and yet others who believe that he is going 
to enter the cabinet as foreign minister. 
To “whatever party his lordship allies him- 
self he will undoubtedly lond both strength 
and influence, 

But, of our new governor. Lord 
Lansdowne cannot be called a bright 
or a brilliant mon, and is no more like- 
ly to set theGanges on fire in India than 
he has done the St Lawrence in Canada, but 
for all that he has a latent force of charac- 
ter that in cases of emergency stands him 
in good stead, as was shown by his attitude 
during the O'Brien episode.

WAS If A MAN'S SOUL? 
A Mysterious Incident by the Deathbed of 
a Chattanooga Man. 


Tho killing of Lewis Owens by James M, 
Barnes last month will bo recalled. But 
thoro is one peculiar foature of the case, or 
rather o feature that grow out of the caso, 
that haw just come to the surface, and that 
is ow yot known to but few Chattanoogans, 

A few months ogo young Barnes camo 
hore from Georgia and formed a partnership 
with M. J. Nix to engage in the boot and 
thoo trade, After a few weeks Barnes sold 
out to Lewis Owens, one of the wealthiont 
and best-known mon in Tennerseo, It ap: 
pears that Barnes and Owens quarrelled 
over the settlement, and, after boing struck 
in the face, Barnes drew his revolver and 
shot Owens threo times, the third shot bein, 
fatal, though not instantly, ‘The wounded 
man was carried to his house, where evory- 
thing possible was done, but nothing eocla 
save him, However, he fought desperately 
to beat back the rider of the palo horse, and 
so gallantly did he struggle that he lived 
several days. Saturday, Jan. 14, came, and 
Barnes wag for the second time taken before 
the magistrate, and after a stubbornly 
fought trial he was released on bail, the 
magistrate holding that inasmuch as the vic- 
tim of his shooting was rtill alive, murder 


was not yet committed, ‘The next day Ow- 
ens grew worse, snd toward evening sank 
into a stupor, ‘Those who had been watch- 
Ing by the bedside knew the end was not far 
off.

The China Tea Trade. 

A fact not generally known is that tho 
ton trade with Great Britain is rapidly de- 
sorting Chinn and being transferred to 
India. Hoavily taxed China tea cannot 
compete, itseoms, with tho duty-free tea of 
India, ond if the taxation is not remitted 
the tea-trade of China is within measurable 
distance of extinction, Tho entire crop of 
India tea in 1890 will bo laid down in Lon- 
don ot o cost of 64, per pound or under, 
whilo the average cost of the Foochow Con- 
you this year was 93, per pound laid down 
in London, for teas inferior to those of India 
growth, It is thought to be too late to re- 
cover the lost ground, but that timely and 
vigorous measures may yet enable China to 
rotain a good share in this important trade. 
Other causes have contributed to the de- 
cadence of the China tea trade. Among 
those mention d are negligent cultivation, 
imperfect firing, excessive admixture of 
dust and stalks, and fraudulent practices 
on the part of the native tea guilds, For- 
merly it was the practice among tea 
growers to trench the ground of the plan- 
tations, manure the plants and prune them 
at least once a year, while every year some 
were replaced by new shrubs, Now, how. 
ever, 16 trenching, manuring, or pruning is 
done, no new stock is planted, and the 
worn-out trees are so stripped, that four 
and even five crops are tuken instead of 
three, and the last crops are torn off with 
shears or bill-hooks, Owing to want of 
sup in the leaf, the teas are so lightly fired 
that they commence to deteriorate within 
three or four months of packing, Tho dust

The cows 
most desired for this business are the half- 
bred Shorthorns, or grade Holstein: Friesians 
Many breeders of fine pure bred Holst pips, 
which are large milkers, and whose k is 
excellent for this purpose, devote their herds 
to the production of milk for sale, finding a 
good demand for the calves, whicn sell at 
prices'which repay the cost of rearing them. 
Some Ayrshire breeders do the same with 
equal profit, But, as a rule, itis best to at 
tend to one thing at a time in business, and 
the milk dairyman will find the best ‘cows 
for his use to be the grade Shorthorns, 
Holsteins, or Ayrshires.—A merican Agricul- 
turist for March.

LATEST EUROPEAN NEWS. 


War Rumors Fewer and Less Alarming— 
Squally Times Ahoad For Bulgaria's 
Princo—The Sultan Very Hard up. 

Lonpon, Feb, 22.—Kuropo has not troubl 

ed much about tne war scare this week, 
chiefly because thoro has been an unusual 
lack of alarming rumors, An offort was 
made early in the week to elevate Monsieur 
Flourens's speech at Briancon to the place 
of dignity vacated by the Austro-Husgarian 
treaty squabble, but without much success, 
for it soon became evident that his blood and 
glory remarks were only to be regarded in a 
Pickwiekian sense, The movoments of Rus 
sian troops in frontier districts appear to 
have been stopped by the fearful weather 
which has prevailed throughout central 
Europe, and terrible reports have been in 
circulation respecting the sufferings of the 
wretched soldiers of the Czar. Tens of 
thousands of them are housed in miserable 
wooden shanties, which are not even snow 
proof, 


There is again talk of a European confer- 
ence for the purpose of finally settling little 
Prince Ferdiaand’s fate, but the probabili- 
ties point to an attempt at a speedier and 
ruder solution of the Bulgarian’ difficulty, 


which will not require to be prefaced by 
diplomatic solemnities, In England there is 
increasing belief that Lord Salisbury has 


succumbed to Biemarck’s wiles, and has in- 
volved the country in responsibilities which 
Englishmen, in these degenerate days, are 
curiously shy of assuming. Under Secre- 
tary Ferguson has been closely questioned

The Bengalees. 


The political agitation which has sprung 
up in Indiais drawing to the side of the 
British some powerful allies amongst the 
more conservative races of that ancient 
land, The Bengalees are the active foment- 
ers of the agitation aod the leaders in the 
demand for a more influential yoice in the 
government of the country. The Bengalees 
are the most intelligent, acute, and in- 
tellectually active of the Indian races, but 
they belong to the lower castes, are com- 
paratively unwarlike, and, until raised to 
unwonted influence and importance by the 
new education, were regarded as inferior to 
the warlike Mahomedans, Rajpoots, ete., by 
whom they are still hated and despised. 
Ina lecture recently delivered to Mahom- 
edans at Lucknow, Sir Syed Ahmed, one of 
the most influential Mahomedans in India, 
repudiated on behalf of the whole co 1mun- 
ity he represents, the proposal to throw 
open all appointments to native competition. 
Recognizing the inferiority of his own peo- 
plein both numbers and education, he point- 
ed out to them that the result of competitive 
examination would be to place the most 
warlike and fiery spirits in Iodia under the 
heel of the Bengalee Baboo, ‘‘ who at the 
sight of a table-knife would crawl under a 
chair. There would beno partofthecountry,” 
he declared, ‘where we should see at the 
tables of justice and authority any faces but 
those of Bengalees,” It is quite natural 
that the rapid rise of this intelligent and 
dls witven race should have at last arous- 
ed the jealousy and indignation of the more 
masterful tribes, his former conquerors, 
and that these should hasten to denounce 
him as aninferior. But none the less the 
agitation will go on, and the old-time 
warriors will have to learn that a new order 
of things has dawned, that brains henceforth 
will count before blood, and that they had 
better set the schoolmaster at work if they 
do not wish to come eventually under the 
official control of the low castes they have 
hitherto despised,

While Russia is making so much stir in 
Poland, she does not intermit the business of 
constructing military railroadsin Turkes- 
tan, She Low running trains across the 
Amu Daria or Oxus, the great bridge at 
Oharjui having been completed and opened 
for travel since the beginning of this year. 
This gives her a continuous railroad route 
from Michaeloysk, on tho east shore of the 
Caspian, through Kizil Arvat, Askabad, 
Merv and Charjui, and soon the road will 
be pushed through Bokhara and Samarcand 
to Tashkend, With the railroad to Baku, 
on the west side of the Caspian, and the 
connecting boats on the sea, there is already 
steam communication from St. Perersburg

Students and Czar. 


Last year the Czar of all the Russias 
promulgated an edict, known as the Uni- 
versity Statute, for the "government of the 
various universities within his dominions, 
About 200 of them met in the old university, 
nearly 500 more being outside ; but the po- 
lice interferred an@ broke in, shutting the 
outer gate after them and wounding several 
of the students in the head for trying to 

revent them, A detachment of Cossacks 

in the meantime surrounded the university 
yard, where they seem to have amused 
themselves by wantonly lashing the stu- 
dents with the cruel knouts that form the 
batons of the Russian police, 


On the 7th of December another meeting 
of the students was called, which was also 
broken up by the military, a Cossack regi- 
ment charging down on them with lances ia 
rest and evidently meaning mischief. It 
was useless to attempt to hold a meeting in 
the university, and the intention was aband- 
oned accordingly. But a meeting of more 


than 1,000 students was eventually held in 
the Strastnoj Boulevard, the following ac- 
count of which is given by a London J'imes 
correspondent : 

A deputation of lady students presented 
an address of encouragement and sympathy. 
It was read amid cheers and loud applause, 
At this very moment, however, a detach- 
ment of mounted gendarmes came up at a 
sharp trot, surrounding the crowd on every 
side, and rushed on the unarmed students, 
using fists and sabres furiously. Before 
long the policemen and gendarmes were 
joined by dvorniks, butcher boys and the 
like, Resistance became impossible and 
the students dispersed in all directions. 
The ground being frozen and slippery, 
many of them stumbled and fell down, and 
while on the ground were fiercely beaten 
and trampled upon by policemen and dvor- 
niks, At the Strastno] monastery the po- 
lice managed to cut off the retreat of the 
fugitives and pin them to the high walls of 
the monastery and the punishment went on 
worse thanever. Many fell exhausted and 
senseless ; two were beaten to death. A 
great many of the lady students were thrown 
down and injured. At last some of the stud. 
ents succeeded in finding shelter in private 
houses, others ran through the -streets and 
were followed and beaten by the infuriated 
police. Even in remote parts of the city 
the atudents were not safe from assault, A 
student, N., was beaten by two dvorniks in 
sight of two constables. Mr. N. asked their 
help, but they would not interfere, He fell 
down senseless, and when he came to him: 
self was being driven ina cab with a goroao- 
voy to prison, There were many similar in- 
cidents. Scme men went home with broken 
fingers, others with broken ribs, wounded 
etc, Jive studentswere killed, After this 
day’s work students were arrested every- 
where—in the streets, in private houses, 
and at home, Those who were badly injur- 
ed were mostly taken'into custody and stow- 
ed away in some prison in order to shut 
their mouths and prevent the truth from 
becoming known, Several hundreds were 
exiled at once, As soon a8 Professor Skle-

The case Scott v, Benedict at al. came up 
again for hearing before Judge Street at 
Toronto on Friday last. This famous case, 
which effects the title to the ownership of 
the Scott timber limits, has been in the 
courts for muny years. Coming down to 
recent nan it may be said that in 1850 the 
yaine instituted an action against J. Bene- 
dict & Son in which he sought priority over’ 
their mortgage claim upon the Scott limits 
forthe amount of a certain vendor's lien 
established against W. A. Scott, the former 
owner of the lands. Failing in this action 
in all the courts, he instituted a new suit 
claiming that W. A. Scott was insane at the 
date of the tirst agreement. Meanwhile the 
Kathbun Company had purchase’ the limits 
from Benedict & Son, Scott abandoned his 
second action and entered a third based on 
an alleged new right from one Corbett, and 
sought to obtain aun injunction from the 
court to restrain the Rathbun Company from 
cutting on the limits. ‘The sum found to be | 
due to Benedict & Son on the mortgage 
securities was $208,000, which with accued 
interest now amounts to $254,000. In the 
defence it was shown that the Rathbun 
Company had spent some $15,000 on the | 
limits, that the plaintiff ia of no means and | 


no substantial prospect of redeeming, and 
that, in any event his claim could not be | 
prejudiced by the cutting of the limits, | 
Judge Street ruled in favor of the defend: |

Russia in Bulgaria — Emperor William's

Lonpon, Feb, 29.—The soul-wearing Rus 
aia gamo has mado progress for a atep dur- 
ing the week, or perhaps I should say for 
two steps, for a note has been sent around to 
the powors asking them to ask Turkey to ask 
Prince Ferdinand to get out, and the Nine- 
teont Infantry division in the Caucasus 
has started on its march to the quarters that 
have been prepared for it at Proakuroff, 
a town in Podolia about a dozen miles from 
the Austrian frontier and on the line of the 
railway running to Lemberg. Both are of 
importance, but the latter is the more sig- 
nificant of the two. 

To the best of my intormation, England 
and Italy will refuse plumply to consent to 
the Russian request. France will assent to 
iteagerly. Germany will assent formally, 

and even Austria may accede with resorve- 
tions, It is a case where England and Italy, 
not being directly concerned, can play Bie- 
marck’s game better than he or his Austrion 
ally could, They will reply that the Bul- 
garians elected Ferdinand, and his orderly 
rule fulfils all the conditions desired by the 
signatory powers of thé Herlin treaty. 
Hence, they see no reason why he should be 
expelled, Then Russia will have to say 


more clearly what she means, and there 
will be more negations, ciroular notes, and 
delays, All this time Russia will be 
bringing troops forward until she is 
ready to declare that she has got a mis- 


THE CAPITAL OF THE CAU-

Some Interesting Information on an Almost 
Unknown Part ofthe world. 


I arrived hore last week, after a fifteen 
hours’ ride by train from the seaport town 
of Batoum, having enjoyed frequent glimp 
ses of yery beautiful and varied mountain 
scenery on the journey. Tiflis, the ~apital 
of the Caucasus, isa large town situated in 
a valley and surrounded by mountains of 
varying heights. It possesses very wide, 
sanitary streets, bordered on each side by a 
row of trees, which confer grateful shade on 
the foot passongors in this tropical weather, 

Some of the buildings are also very fine, 
especially those connected in any way with 
the Russian Government. The most inter 
esting portion of the town is the Asiatic 
quarter, among the booths and bazaars of 
which a stranger meets with all kinds of 
atrange sights and sounds. Here are men 
of all nations. The Georgian, Russian, Per- 
sian, Armenian, Greek, Jew, etc., who, 
rushing to and fro through the narrow 
streets, some on horseback, others riding in 
phaetons, create a modley only to be seen 
and appreciated in an Eastern city, 

The shops, or rather booths, in this quar- 
ter are exceedingly interesting, containing all 
kinds of ancient relics, things to delight the 
eye of the antiquary and curiosity collector, 
Here are situated the famous hot sulphur 
baths, renowned for their curing properties 
for skin diseases of all kinds. The waters 
of these baths are unadulterated, running 
directly from the spring into the bath ready 
for use. 

Not the least quaint is the Georgian cos- 
tume which although uncouth and wild is 
very picturesque. It is composed of a long 
buffalo hide made into the shape of a very 
large cape, which being suspended from the

Being porous, these 
jars are coated with pitch, or a compost of 
pitch, turpentine, vineashes, sand, and 
goat's hair. This, applied boiling, penetrates 
the substance of the jar, and never quits 
it, and partly accounts for the repulsive 
taste ant smell of almost all the coarser and 
newer Cyprus wines, But the chief cause 
of this tar flavor is the transport of the wine 
in skins, which are also atanched with pitch 
within. The churning of the wine in these, 
under an Eastern sun during a tedious 
journey, completes the ruin of the wine for 
a European palate, and it takes it twelve or 
fifteen years to recover. The local taste of

Formerly the rivalry was for the 
friendship of the feeble tribe of Afghans 
whose territories lie between the British and 
Russian possessions in the West, The con- 
quest of Burmah has now interposed the great 
Chinese nation between the same two great 
rivals in the East, and the contest bids fair 
to be equally keen between them for the 
friendship or alliance of the Mongolian. 
The inducement to Russia to continue to 
push southward toward the open sea is still 
even greater at the Eastern than at the 
Western end of the great mountain rango 
which has hitherto barred her way south- 
ward. She has already secured in Vladivo- 
stock a port which is open for nine months 
of the year, but the Corean peninsula is in- 
vitingly studded with harbours open the 
whole year round. In this light the rather 
unusual course of England in ceding to 
China the strong post of Port Hamilton in 
the Corea becomes explicable, ‘To have re- 
tained this stronghold would have material- 
ly weakened China’s power, and possibly 
her disposition to resist the Russian desire 
for a harbour on the Northern Corean const,

DressMakine AS A FINE Ant, 
(Oscar Wide in the Woman'a World) 


Iam sorry to see that Mrs. Fawcett depre- 
cates the engagement of ladies of education 
as dressmakers and milliners, and spoake of 
it as being detrimental to those wno have 
fewer educational advantages, I myself 
would like vo see dressmaking regarded not 
merely as a learned profession, but asa fiae 
art. ‘To construct a costume that will be at 
once rational and beautiful requires an accu- 
rate knowledge of the principles of propor- 
tion, a thorough sense of color, and a quick 
appreciation of the ae use of materials, 
and the proper qualities of pattern and de- 
sign. ‘The health of a nation depends v 
largely on its mode of dress; the artistic 
feeling of a nation should find expression in 
its costume quite as much as in its architec- 
ture ; and just as the upholstering trades- 
man has had to give place to the decorative 
artist, so the ordinary milliner, with her 
lack of taste and her lack of knowledge, 
her foolish fashions, and her lack of inven- 
tions, will have to make way for the sci- 
entific and artistic dreas-designer. Indeed, 
so far from it being wisy to discourage wo- 
men of education from taking up the pro- 
fession of dressmakers, it is exactly women 
of education that are needed, and J am glad 
to see in the new technical college for wo 
men at Bedford, millinery and dressmaking 
are to be taught as part of the ordinary 
curriculum. ‘There has algo bean a society 
of lady dressmakers started in London for 
the purpose of teaching educated girls and 
women, and the Scientific Dress Association 
is, I hear, doing very good work in the same 
direction.

The improved mutton breeds of PaeR 
cannot be kept in the manner usual with 
common sheep, They demand good pasture, 
liberal feeding and attention, but they 
pay well for tho care bestowed. There isa 
great demand for superior mutton, 

When vegetables are stored in cellars 
they must be kept from fermenting, as they 
surely will ferment when piled in large 
bulk. This may be accomplished by piling 
on shelves so as to allow some circulation of 
air among them, or by packing in barrels, 

The problem of farming consists in mak- 
ing the soil fertile, Manure is the farmer's 
savings bank, and if more of them would 
have large heaps of it every spring to spread 
upon their lands instead of money at inter- 
est, they would prosper better in the end. 


Small losses are not always observable, 
A loss of one quart of milk per day, at five 
cents per quart, 200 days, amounts to ten 
dollars or more than the interest on the val- 
ue of the cow. It should be the object of 
the dairyman to gain an additional quart, 
and to keep uv the flow at all seasons. 


Geese do not recciye as much attention as 
they should on farms éspecially adapted to 
the rearing of water fowl. Besides yield- 
ing a regular income in the way of feathers, 
they are one of the most profitable fowls for 
the market. Much easier reared than tur- 
keys, they sell as readily in most seasons at 
as good profits, ‘ 


From trials made at the Rural Grounds 
with poultry houses in which the windows 
are in the south in some and in the east and 
west in others, we greatly prefer the latter. 
They get the morning and afternoon sun, 
while the otheas get only the midday sun, 
The temperature during the entire day is 
more «qual, With windows in the south, 
the houses are warmer during mid-day and 
colder in the morning and evening during 
cold weather, while in the summer, during 
mid-day they are as hot as an oven, 


A patent has been granted to a resident of 
Madison, Indiana, for the manufacture of 
maple Baan by mixing an extract of hickory 
with ordinary anops such as cane-sugar or 
sorghum sirup. The inyentor says that he 
has discovered that the hickory tree will 
yield the preae flavor of maple sugar ; and 
therefore he has sought the indorsement of 
the Government for perpetrating a fraud on 
the public, The avowed object of the pa- 
tent is to impose on the people a bogus ar- 
ticle for a genuine one, not for the benefit of 
the public, but for that of the inventor and 
middleman, whether manufacturers or deal- 
ers, 


Last year Charles Fogle, a farmer living 
near Westminister, Md., bought 25 bushels 
of wheat from a speculative 20mpany at $10 
a bushel, giving his note for $250. In re- 
turn they promised to sell for him, when 
the crop was gathered, 50 bushels at the 
same price. A bond was given to this ef- 
fect ; but, of course, the ‘* company” failed 
to come to time. The other day two men 
representing another speculative concern of 


the same kind, offered to take the bond off 


his hands for his note for $150. Thinking 
that by abiog this he was canceling the $250 
note, he gla Mi consented, A few days ago, 
however, he learned that both notes were 
out against him, and this fact so preyed on 
his mind that he blew his brains out, 

A poor horse eats as much as a good one; 
scrub cattle as much as grades ar thorough- 
breds; mongrel poultry as much as grades 
or pure breeds, Then why keep inferior 
stock? If this be sound reasoning in regard 
to animals, why may not the eame reason- 
ing be applied to trees and shrubs? The 
rare and beautiful torms of evergreen and 
deciduous trees take up no more space 
and cost no *more to grow than the 
inferior kinds everywhere seen and no- 
where prized. In the one case we have 
variety which is ever pleasing to the eye, 
and which always stimulates thought and 
inquiry. In the other case we have a thrice- 
told tale, which no one cares to listen to.

BUNS AND PASTRY. | 
Mr. Editor: 

Will you kindly allow me a space in your 
valuable paper for a few remarts upon the 
letters ot ‘‘New Comer” and “Baker” who 
seem to be having quite a time?

ADVANTAGES OF THE CREAMERY. 


Prof. Henry E, Alvord writes thus of the 
advantsges of the creamery system of butter 
making: 

“The advantages which the creamery 
system offers to the farmer above the old- 
style home butter making are numerous. 
The two most important points are, the re- 
lief given to the farm household by discon- 
tinuing the labor of caring for the cream, 
making the butter and preparing it for 
market; and the relief to the farmer himself 
from the time, trouble and trequent losses 
incident to marketing his product. The 
argument is often used that while the relief 
indicated is manifest, these two branches of 
work, if not performed by the farmer and 
his family, must be paid for, and that this 
cannot be afforded. It has been demon- 
strated in several instances of well-managed 
creameries in New England, as well as 
many elsewhere, that the higher price ob- 
tained for the product made under the 
factory system is enough to pay for all the 
expense, from the time the milk is skimmed 
until the net receipts for the butter are re- 
turned to the farmer, and still make those 
net receipts as greatas the total receipts 
formerly secured by the farmer from the 
same Lumber of cows. In other words, the 
creamery system not only furnishes the 
relief indicated but does so without dimin- 
ishing by a dollar the farmer's income.” 

It is also urged that the iarmer gets cash 
for his product instead of being obliged to 
trade it out at the store. a 


A TRIP TO NORTH FRONTENAC, 


Marysville, March 12th 1858. 

Last Tuesday morning I left home fora 
trip in the backwoods. Leaving home about 
10 o'clock, the morning being fine but cool, 
I drove to my old friend’s, Jimmy O’Brien’s, 
where I stopped to refresh nryself and horse. 
Jimmy filled up the time with hunting 
stories until two o'clock when I left, hav- 
ing first received my directions, Jimmy 
being well acquainted with every route in 
the backwoods. ‘Tamworth which is 10 
miles from Jimmy’s was reached about 3;30 
p.m.; here I remained only long enough 
to inquire the way to Gull Creek where I 
intended to spend the night.

Again, ina good 
hanging basket there are more leaves to 
cons. .tly exhale moisture than there are 
in a dozen flower pots, and this would 
further exhaust the moisture in the 
soil. We water a hanging basket 
by dipping it bodily into a pailful of 
water and letting it get thoroughly soaked, 
once a week, Besides giving it water when 
the other flowers are watered. We usd 
Kenilworth ivy, parlor ivy, wandering Jew 
and oxalis in our hanging baskets, and have 
one started which is filled with saxifrage, 
which makes a very nice plant for this pur- 
pose.

Many so-called new varieties of musk and 
watermelons find a conspicuous place in the 
1888 catalogues, We have spent much time 
during a few years past in trying all the 
new kinds of melons, but are not prepared 
to give any preference of the new over the 
old.

The Air. 


The debris of dead plants and animals is 
nearly always present in air, but it is only 
under certain conditions that it can be re- 
garded as an impurity from a hygienic point 
of view —that is to say, when, by reason of 
its abundance, it deoxidises the air to any 
appreciable extent, or when it is specially 
irritating in character, Far more important 
are the products of putrefaction—heavy 
gaves and vapoars, charged with suspended 
organic matter, hanging about over localities 
in which they originate. These vapours do 
not mix readily with the surrounding air, 
and the moist matters they hold in suspen- 
sion do not readily become broken up. 
Such vapours love the lower air, requiring 
nothing less than a storm to disperse them, 
and the matter they contain seems to re- 
quire a specially active oxygen to burn it 
up. The air in towns is much polluted by 
the products of putrefaction; wholly rural 
districts and little villages may however 
suffer from the same cause. The exhalations 
are derived mainly from dustbins, compound 
middens, cosspools, all sewers not regularly 
and frequently flushed, and also from 
churchyards, vaults and cemetories. The 
air in and around dustbins,*middens, and 
cosspools nearly always contains the dead 
organic matter just noticed, an excess of 
carbonic acid, and a deficiency of oxygen.

The Saguenay River. 


The river is probably the deepest stream 
in the world ; excepting in a few places the 
general depth is from 60) to 900 feet; and 


the bottom of the Saguenay av its mouth is 


600 feet below the bottom of the St. Law- 
rence. Thusalow 
or an island is r 

springing up steeply from the bottom, and 
many of the cliffs are not half out of water. 
As the spring tides rise about eighteen feet, 
the currents of the river are violent and ec- 
centric ; in some places the ebb stream runs 


from four to six miles an hour; the eddies 


along the shores are like those ona rapid; 
and the undercurrents sometimes lay hold 
of a vessel and turn her about or hold her 


still in spite of a tow-boat. Before the use 


of tow-boats, a vessel left helpless by a calm 
sometimes drifted against the rooks, lodged 
on a ledge, and when the tide fell capsiz 
ed in deep water. As anchorage is very 
rarely found, large iron rings were let 
into the rocks, and vessels even now 
sometimes tie up to the cliffs and await 
a fair wind, The tide for some unexplain- 
ed reason, advances with extraordinary 
rapidity in the Saguenay ; thus, notwith- 
standing the fact that the ebb current very 
rarely ceases to flow out of the [river, yet 
high tide arrives at Chicoutimi only forty- 
five minutes later than at Tadousac—seven- 
ty miles, On the St, Lawrence the tide ad- 
vances in the same time only from adou- 
sac to Murray Bay—about thirty-five miles, 
The source of the Saguenay, Lake St. John, 
seems like a Northern sca. The pale twi- 
light lasta far into the night—until the 
aurora borealis hangs its mystic veil across 
the sky. ‘The beaches a mile or more wide 
in summer, the sharp gwaves raised by a 
wind on this very shallow basin, the eaream- 
ing gull all make you look for tide and 
for white winged ships, But only a bark 
canoe now and then comes along from one 
of the thirteen rivers descending by man’ 
falls and cascades from the forest-covere 
mountains ; and the pinched-up farms scat- 
tered along the shores add to the arotic 
sentient, felt even on a summer's day. 
The Saguenay comes into being as lusty 
twins, the Little and the Grand Disenarke 
—deop narrow channels worn in the rook, 
They run on separately for some miles 
through rapids and pools, and finally come 
together at the foot of Alma Island, at the 
Vache *Oaille. There begin the Gervais 
Rapids, three or four miles long ; at their 
foot the river enters a smooth, quiet 
stretch of fifteen miles to the Grand 
Remous—the most furious cascade and 
the most turbulent eddy of the river ; 
and then, after a few more miles of falls and 
cascades, the Saguenay ends its rapid career 
where it moots the tide near Chicoutimi. 
With the exoeption of a few cloarings, the 
forest still covers the abrupt hills crowding 
upon the river, The Grand Discharge iso 
beautiful region; the stream is filled with 
an archipelago of small islands, some black 
bare rocks, others tree-crowned or decked 
with rich mosses ; it has all the virgin seolu- 
sion and quict of a lake, enclosed by ashore 
of bold picturesque bastions and walls of 
rock, surmouhted by stately baleams that 
rise like sentinels above the birchos, poplars, 
cedars, and nooks full of tendor green grass. 
But this quietness is full of life; the islands 
divide the river into a labyrinth of streams; 
the water runs silently and swiftly in many 
opposite directions—down, across, even up 
the genoral courae’of the river ; one is piqued, 
surprised, at this coquotry and shyneas, 
And farther down it leaps away in the furi- 
ous rapids of Ile Maline. The Little Dis- 
charge is so rapid that it destroys logs in its 
falls and cascades ; the governmont therefore/ 
built an aquoduct, ‘ the Slide,” for running 
the timber over these dan, erous places, 
After fishing few days for the active wan- 
noniche—said to be the landlocked salmon— 
and exploring the waters of these twin Dis-

OUR FLOWER GARDEN THE COM-

SCIENCE AND PRACTICE 
Can science and practico be reconciled? 
We believe they can, During the last half 
dozen yeara discoveries have been made that 
throw great light on the subject. It now 
seems clear that gardene: e their excessive 
quantities of manure simply to get a suffi- 
cient quantity of available nitrogen early in 
the season, And this nitrogen can be ob 
tained in the form of tankage, fish refuse, 
dried blood, cotten-seed cake, sulphate of 
Ammonia, and nitrate of soda, ata tur less 
cost. his is eminently the case in regard 
to nitrate of soda, not because the nitrogen 
is cheaper in this form, but because itis in 
pr y the condition that plants needit, 
while in all other manures it must be con- 
verted into nitrate before the plants can 
take it up. We shall probably always find 
it to our advantage to use considerable quan- 
tities of stable manure, but it seems clear 
that those gardeners who have been applying 
excessive quantities for the purpose of fore- 
ing early crops can obtain the same effect 
at far leas cost by the direct use of nitrate

To harmonize these apparently conflicting 
methods is the task of the intelligent farmer 
of to-day.

the growing of field crops of vegetables for 
shipment to city markets in the full and 
winter, The first ot these is particularly 
applicable to those farmers who are located 
near medium-sized towns—say of from three 
thousand to ten thousand population. Reg- 
ular market-gardeners usually locate near | 
the larger cities; and these smaller towns ' 
are dependant for their supply of spring and 
summer vegetables upon the scant surplus of 
some farmers’ gardens or upon shipments | 
from the cities.

Whether fresh snow is fall- 
ing can seldom be determined by people out 
in a real blizzard. As far as the eye can see 
upward, and that is but a litttle space, the 
hurry of minute pellets hurling ‘ through- 
other” across an unrevealed sky prevails, 
and tho pureying sameness on every side is 
varied only by occasional tall and bending 
wraiths where the wind whirls in shifting 
columns, A confusion of the senses, com- 
parable toncne produced otherwise, apalls 
one submitted to the enormous and blinding 
orce of such snow-filled wind, and scarcely 
a distinct thought remuins except that 
the awlul oold forbids crouching for 
rest and shelter. To our personal 
knowledge, one in such a storm keeps with 
difficulty upon a railway track lifted three 
feet above the surrounding prairie, and may 
be lost by five steps the wrong way after 
stumbling down from the embankment, 
which, being white, becomes instantly in- 
visible, It is recorded on good authority 
that bands of teamsters halting with their 
horses have been snowed over thirty feet 
deep by blizzards, and have survived by 
beating out breathing chambers till the 
cessation of the storm enabled them to dig 
themselves to upper air. The formation of 
a drift about a halted man, or horse, or 
sleigh, is sometimes wonderfully speedy, 
and the drift, gnce established, grows by 
virtue of its obstructiveness. In some well- 
authenticated cases lost persons haye been 
found by the drifts over them and dug ont 
alive, in others the spring has revealed 
corpses still unthawed among the last white 
relics of water. In blizzards people have 
often been unable to see across the street 
of a northwest town, and sometimes men 
loge their direction in trying to reach the 
opposite side of a well-built way.

AN ATROCIOUS MURDER’ 


Ax OLp Woman Beaten ro DEATH AND THE 
. House Freep. 

Iruaca, N.Y.,March 17.—Richard Barber, 
a farm hand employed by Thomas Donahue 
during the past winter, was lodged in jail 
here this noon charged with the most 
atrocious crime committed in this section in 
half a century. Richard Mason snd his 
wife, an inoffensive, childless couple, aged 
about 70, have lived fcr thirty years in a 
little house on two acrea of land two miles 
east of Trumansburg. Last night dn alarm 
at the door aroused Mason, who admitted 
Barber, with whom the Masons were well 
acquainred, Lighting a lamp Mason started 
to go down the cellar for a dish of apples. 
Barber seized a heavy stove poker or shaker 
and struck the old man on the head as he 
stood at the cellar door. Leaving him after 
a second blow, Barber went into the chamber 
where; Mrs. Mason was lying.in bed and 
hammered her to death with the same 
weapon. The fainting husband heard his 
wife's loud cries of agony subside into moans, 
The only heed paid by the miscreant to 
Mason's appeal for mercy for his wife and 
himself was o return to the onslaught on the 
husband, The murderer then emptied the 
contents of the oil lamp upon the old man 
and the carpet, and igniting it fied from the 
house. Mason recovered sufliciently to 
craWl from his house into a snow-drift, 
leaving the body of his deud wife for 
cremation in the blaze which soon consumed 
the house, The fire was discovered by the 
neighbors, two of whom conveyed the 
nutilated farmer to an adjacent house by 
which time the entire neighborhood became 
aroused, and when Mason informed them of 
the facts enraged parties bf searchers set out 
to apprehend the murderer, Barber was en- 
countered on the road and kept in custody 
by a tirony of men until the arrival of De- 
puty Sheriff Barton, who succeeded in 
getting him to Trumansburg and protecting 
him until the train brought him to Ithaca, 
Barber is an Englishman and has been in 
this country eight years. The only theory 
accounting for the crime is alleged to be his 
knowledge that the Masons had, of their 
savings, $100 hoarded ia their house,

A Pium ORCHARD. 


Wo have had 26 years’ experience in a 

{urn orchard of mbout fifty trees, of as mary 
varieties. A part of this time personal at 
tention could not be given to the orchard, 
and this increased the breadth of the experi 
ment—showing the difference between care 
and neglect. _ For the first eight or ten years 
the ground was kept well cultivated, but 
most of this time, on account of absence, the 
eurculio ran riot, and not a bushel of fruit 
was obtained from the whole orchard. These 
insects were then taken in hand, and by 
means of framed muslin, iron plugs, and a 
heavy hammer, together with an upremitting 
attack every morning for three weeks, over 
a thousand of the curculios were destroyed, 
and the same year, in August and Septem- 
ber, the trees bent under the loads olippsple 
and golden plums. These heavy and deli- 
cious crops were continued under similar 
treatment for several years, but the growth 
of the trees was injured and checked by the 
continued heavy cropping; and one year 
after an unusually heavy crop, we had an 
intensely cold winter, The trecs, exhausted 
by the heavy lead which they had borne, 
were seriously injured, dead branches show- 
ed the following summer the effects of the 
cold, and a part of the trees were killed out- 
right. Had the fruit been properly thinned 
when small, or had a few of the curculios 
been permitted to do this work, less harm 
would have been done. 
After this occurrence, the trees lust their 
beautiful symmetry of form, and the remov- 
al of the dead limbs gave them more or less 
a distorted, one-sided appearance, but under 
good cultivation, with some manuring, the 
plums were as beautiful and delicious as 
ever.

Clover hay is just the thing for the breed- 
ing mere, It feeds the blood to makea per- 
fect foal, The clover stubs are good after 
the leaves, blossoms and stems are eaten off 
—we mean hay not deed ripe. With such 
hay there must be bran and oats or the un- 
born foal will be starved. 

Hay is the most valuable of all American 
crops; the amount cut in 1880 exceeded 
thirty-six millions of tons grown on more 
than thirty millions of acres, It has kept 
pace with its rivals, for in 1850, not quite 
fourteen million tons were grown. Even 
twenty years ago but nineteen millions were 
reported, so that it has nearly doubled in 
two decades, 

At the recent English dairy show a short 
horn cow proved the champion milker and 
buttermaker. After 224 duys from calving, 
her milk amounted to forty-five and one- 
half pounds daily, and her butter to 4.4 per 
cent., equal to two and one-half pounds per 
day. The tetal eolids in this milk amounted 
to 4.2 per cent., which shows that the cow 
was not only an excellent buttermaker, but 
exceptionally good for cheese. 

It is as idle to expect that a good cow can 
show great resulis without plenty of good 
food, as it is to expect that a good feed- 
grinding machine can show a big pile of 
meal below, when no erain is put into the 
hopper. A cow must have the food—what 
she does with it determines her character— 
whether she manufactures meat with it to 
clothe her own body, and make growth in 
size of frame and amount of fat, or turns it

A LIVING DEATH. 


A Man who for Twenty-three Years Endur- 
ed Almost Every Agony. 


A wealth of roses, pink and white and yel- 
low, in plece of the usual sombre crape sym- 
bol of death, hung on the bell knob of 792 
Lafayette avenue, Brooklyn, the other day 
where lay the worn and wasted body of Dr. 
Charles F. Keed, to whom death must in- 
deed have bern a relief. For twenty-three 
years and six months « helpless invalid, Dr. 
Reed was, in addition, so great a sofferer 
that it was a marvel that he lived at all. 
The catalogue ot human ills was complete 
in one number with him, but he displayed a 
egres of fortitude, Christian resignation, 
and even cheeriness, that made

upon all who visited him. No one could 
have this experience without acquiring a 
valuable feeling that this world’s troubles 
are, after all, of little moment. 

From a medical standpoint Dr. Reed's 
case interested the profession of the country 
and of the world. He had achieved an ex- 
cellent standing as a physicien and in the 
community, when in 1864 he was attacked 
with dysentery, his system being all run 
down in consequence of overwork and ex 
cessive study. A few days treatment con- 
quered the original disease, but in the mean 
time sciatica, that was in hia ryatem by 
heredity, developed itself, Eight years of 
helplessness and wgonizing suffering follow- 
ed, and in 1872 he had an attack of cerebra 
spinal meningitis, The patient’s pitiable 
condition became eyen worse, Muscular 
distortion and wearing spasms were suffered.

The new parcel post convention between 
Canada and tho United States came into

The Toronto Board of Trade are asking 
the Dominion Parliament tor legislation au- 
thorizing the Board to accept as members 
not only actual traders in Toronto, but per- 

sons directly engaged in or interested to 
trade or commerce, whether residents of To- 
ronto or not. 

A shortsge of over one hundred thousand 
dollars has been discovered in the finances 
of the Hall estate, of Montreal, which will 
be made the subject of legal proceedings by 
the heirs, Mr. Lindsay, the curator of the 
estate, isin New York, pending a settle- 
ment of the question. 

Ata meeting in Toronto of the creditors 
of the Central Bank, “Mr. Henry Lye was 
unanimously appointed liquidator ia place 
of Mr, Campbell, Resolutions were adopt- 
ed expressing approval of Messrs, Howland 
and Gooderham’s course of action, and in- 
structing them to prosecute any party or 
parties who helped to wreck the bank, 

The total value of property in the city of 
Montreal is estimated at $102,641,730, the 
sum of $17,921,655 being exempt from tax- 
ation.

The Press in Russia. 


The London A/ail publishes a letter writ- 
ten by the editor of Gatzuk's Gazette in 
Mosoow, to a subscriber in England who 
complained of the irregular arcival of the 
paper. The statements, which may, we 
presume, be accepted as facie, briny into 
gloomy relief the tyranny of the press 
sepsorship in Russia. ‘Lhe eaitor, A. Gatzuk, 
undertakes to explain why it was that atter 
appearing with unfailing regularity tor 
twelve years his paper becams irregular of 
a sudden, Througa che influence of Katkoff, 
who used to praise the freedom of press and 
speech enjoyed in Russia, M. Gatzuk says 
the paper underwent such tortures at tne 
hanas of the Censor and the Minister of the 
Home Department, ‘Volstoy, us ‘* could not 
be borne by any paper in the whole world, 
even during one year.” These tortures were 
** the frequent conliscationof single aumbers; 
refusal even of permission to staco that the 
non-appearance of the paper was not the 
fault or the editor ; the torced suspension of 


the paper in the busiest time for subscrip- 
tions ; the prohibition ot the retail sale for a 
whols year ; and, finally, the clozing of our 
printing office (the oldest private printing 
house in Russia) and keeping it under seals 
without being allowed even to sell it.” In 
order to secure the regular appearance of 
the paper the publishers deciied in 1887 to 
submit it to the ** preliminary censorship,” 
in which case the responsibility falis on the 
Censor, * But the Preas Department von- 
trived even then to thzow obstacles in the 
way, and at last, on the 20th of October, by 
order of the Minister Tolstoy, without the 
usual * statement of the motives,’ the paper 
was prohibited foreight months, ‘ne chief 
manager of the Press Department explained

sell his conscience, has to undergo, will 
not reprove them for the sudden irreguarity 
in their editions, 
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The Italians in Abyssinia. 


Tge apparently s!ow progress of the 
Italitos in their Abyssinian Campaign has 
given rise to some wonder at the extreme 
caution manifested, and some suspicion of 
reverses not allowed to come to the know- 
lege of the public, The real explanation 
seems to be that the Italians have no inten- 
tion of climbing Abyssinia’s . mountein 
stronghold 7,000 teet above the level of the 
sea, or of attempting to repeat, in the face 
of solidly hostile tribes the march, which, 
nothwithstanding the neutrality or sympa- 
thy ot theintervening races, cost Eogland 
nine millions of pounds sterling. What 
Italy reully wants is, it appears, a secure 
hold upon the portand colony at Massowah, 
and what her torces are really trying to do, 
is to make the surrounding territory practi 
cally impregnable. If the Abyassinians 
show equal good sense by refasing to leave 
their native fortresses to atack the Italian 
fortifications on the Seashore, not much 
blood may be lost in the campaign, At the 
same timo the caseis rather a hurd one for 
King John and his people, who, it is said, 
Want nothing but a right of transit through 
the territory in question to the sea coast, 
Massowah is, it appears, practically the 
only port through which they can curry on 
the commerce with foreign nations whizh 
they are anxious to establish, Had Eng- 
land remained ia possession, this privilege 
would, no doubt, have been readily granted, 
and itis not easy .to see what Italy has to 
gain by refusing it. It would seem certain- 
ly that King John had some reason to com- 
po of having been left in the lurch by 
fogland, who, when she handed over Mas- 
sowah district to another nation, might, 
in consideration of King John's friendly 
sotion in relieving the Soudan garrisons, at 
least havo stipulated to reserve Abyssinia’s 
commercial rights or privileges. Possibly 
® natural resentment may have had some- 
thing to do with the failure of the recent 
British Embassy to King John to counsel 
peace,

A Worthy Charity. 


One of the newest and most needed organ- 
izations for Christian work, of which Chi- 
cago has not a few, is that of ‘- The Protec- 
tive Agency for Women and children,” It 
originated a little more than a year ago in 
the Woman's Club, to which, with the aid 
of various other benevolent socicties, its suc- 
cess is due, Its aim is to afford moral and 
legal support to women and children who are 
helpless or being trespassed upon, either be- 
cause they are ignorant of their rights or be- 
cause they are poor and alone, and. who, 
without encouragement, would never seck 
for whatever protection is afforded by the 
laws. When a crime is heard of against any 
one of vhis class, on agent is sent to learn 
the circumstances and inquire into the 
means and deserts of the victim. for the 
worthy and needy, the agensy seeks to act 
the part of a sister. Daring its first year 
it received and investigated 136 complaints, 
Tn small claims only a letter, suowing that 
the one to whom money is due has friends, 
is frequently all that is needed to bring 
about a satisfactory settlement. But when 
it is necessary, the agency docs not hesitate 
to appeal to the courts, and so far ithas not 
lost a case involving money. Much of ite 
work consists in the collection of small debts 
to workingwomen, ranging in amount from 
fifty cents to $50. Many cases are in de- 
fense of the victims of designing evil-doers, 
by giving them the requisite courage and 
knowledge, and furnishing them, if neces- 
sary, with trustworthy legal counsel. 

Very little Christian work requires more 
self-denial than for a delegation of respect- 
able ladies, of acknowledged social position, 
to attend a trial in a police court, and sub- 
mit to all the delays and annoyances which 
the defender of some undoubted villain may 
subject them to, for the sake of betriending 
by their presence those who have no friends.

A very strange feature of tho 
struggle is that the peasant women have,'as 
a rule, ranged themselves with the would-be 
polygamists, Tho King and the aristooracs 
aro doing all they can to put down tho agi 
tation, but M. Nissen has the masses wish 
him, and it is cortatly difficult to see how 
the affair will ond. Meanwhile the country 
is flooded with literature bearing on the 
subject of the moat realistic character, and 
little olse is thought of or talked about.

Mr. Chamberlain Entertained by the 
Now Yorkers. 


Bho Canadian Club ontertainod the Rt. 
Hon, Joroph Chamberlsin at dinner at the 
Hotel Branawiok, and the occasion was 
worthy of its guest and of it«lf, Mr. 
Wiman introdnced the gucst of the evening, 
who amid great applause rose and responded 
as follows to the toast ‘Oar English Guests” 

“Mr, President and Gentlemen—On be- 
half of my English colleagues and of myself 
I thank you sincerely for the cordiality of 
your recepticn, Itisa great pleasure to 
be, at the termination of my mission to 
America, permitted to enjoy the hospitality 
of the Canadian Club which was tendercd 
to me almost on my arrival. In the inter- 
val which has elapsed I haye geen and heard 
and learned a great deal which has been of 

deepest interest to me, and which can- 
not fail, I think, to be profitable to me in 
the future, and Iam glad to say that the 
greatest knowledge I have acquired of this 
country has only confirmed and strengthen- 
ed the favorable and kindly feelings with 
which I have always regarded the affairs 
and the poople of America, (Applause.) It 
would have been yery strange Had it been 
otherwise, for during my stay here I have 
reecived from everybody with whom I have 
been brought into contact, personal kind- 
meas, encouraging hospitality and generous 
consideration, which have left behind a 
sentiment of overwhelming gratitude and 
good-will.

The Picton Times says:—Some 60 white

At a late meeting of the Murchison 
Scientific Club, of Belleville, Mrs, C, S. 
Bonney presented the Club with a shingle 
2 ft. 6 in. long, Sin. wide, and 4 in. thick, 
which has stood the weather for over one 
hundred years. This shingle was taken 
from the roof of Washington's head- 
quarters at Newburgh on the Hndson. She 
also gave one of the nails with which it 
was fastened to the roof, and which was 
probably manufactured at the blacksmith 
shop of the army. The wood was a very 
superior kind of cedar, showing devolution 
even in shingles. 

It has been calculated that on an average 
each man who attains the age of 70 con- 
sumes during the course of his life 20 wagon 
loads of foed, solid and liquid. At four 
tons to the wagon, this would correspond to 
an average of about 100 ounces per day, or 
say about 120 ounces per day during adult 
life and about 80 ounces during infancy and 
youth.
